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Fighting Rages in Indochina 


The clash between Senator 


McCarthy and Edward R 
Murrow last week points up 
the fact that the words ol 
Abraham Lincoln are used to 
support both sides of man] 
an argument. 


The senator brought Lincoln into 


the fracas in replying to the attack 
upon him by a Republican col 
league, Senator Flanders. 


Flanders in a Senate speech sale 


that our greatest danger from Com 
munism lay outside the United 
States. 


McCarthy's reply was to the ef 


feet that the danger of Communism 
lies within the nation and made the 
following quotation from Lincoln 
to provs it: 


"All the armies of Europe, 


Asia and Africa combined, with 
all thft treasure of the earth (our 
own excepted) in their military 
chest; with a Bonaparte for a 
commander, could not by force, 
take a drink from the Ohio, or 
make a track on the Blue Ridge 
in a trial of a thousand years."

Lincoln thought there was no 


threat to the nation from abroad 
but what did he see as the danger'. 


Murrow came up with an an- 


swer the following evening. He 
quoted the same Lincoln speech 
in which Lincoln said the danger 
was ".. .the Increasing disregard 
for law which pervades the coun- 
try; the growing disposition to 
substitute the wild and furious 
passions, In lieu of the sober 
Judgement of Courts; and the 
worse than savage mobs, for the 
executive ministers of justice."

After reading those two quotes 


lets go back and examine the 
speech itself. 


It was an address given Jan. 27 


1838, before the Young Men's Ly- 
ceum of Springfield on "The Per- 
petuation of Our Political Institu- 
tions." Reading a speech given lib 
years ago oftentimes is as dull a 
project as can be imagined, but in 
this case the words still pack a 
powerful punch. 


Obviously, Lincoln was not refer- 


ring to Communism in his speech. 
He spoke a decade before Karl 
Marx and Friedrich Engels issued 
their "Communist Manifesto." 


Much of the speech deals with 


mob violence which the speaker 
thought was the greatest danger 
to our government. The Consti- 
tution was still young, in effect 
only 49 years. But the generation 
which produced the legacy of 
freedom was disappearing. Tho- 
mas Jefferson and John Adams 
were \£ years dead. James Madi- 
son had died In 1836. 
* * * 


Lincoln said such men as these 


had built "a political edifice of li- 
berty'and equal rights; 'tis ours 
only, to transmit these, the former, 
unprofaned by the foot of an in- 
vader; the latter, undecayed by the 
lapse of time ... to the latest gen- 
eration ..." 


The speaker, disturbed by cur- 


rent events, emphasized a wave of 
violence which had swept Missis- 
sippi. He said, "in the Mississippi 
case, they first commenced by 
hanging the regular gamblers; a 
set of men, certainly not following 
for a livelihood, a very useful, or 
very honest occupation; but one 
which, so far from being forbidden 
by the laws, was actually licensed 
by an act of the Legislature, passed 
but a single year before. Next, 
negroes, suspected of conspiring to 
raise an insurrection, were caught 
up and hanged in all parts of the 
State: then, white men, supposed 
to be leagued with the negroes; and 
finally, strangers, from neighboring 
States, going thither on business, 
were, in many instances, subjected 
to the same fate. Thus went on this 
process of hanging, from gamblers

The support of congressional committees investigating Reds was 


urged Sunday night by Edward Driemeyer, Herrin, state American 
Legion commander, at the 35th birthday anniversary banquet of the 
Dixon Legion post in the Masonic temple. 


Driemeyer, featured speaker, told 


his audience not to support a re- 
duction in the number of commit- 
tees digging into communist activi- 
ties in the country. 


He spoke in accord with the Le- 


gion's stand in favor of Sen. Jo- 
seph McCarthy (R-Wis.), controver- 
sial figure in the investigation of 
communism. 


Driemeyer reviewed the Legion's 


program during the last 35 years, 
pointing to activities backed or 
sponsored by the organization. 


Important Role 


Since the Legion was organized, 


he said, it has played an important 
part in the progress of America. 


However, he contended the orga- 


nization only is as good as the 
people in any given community say 
it is. 


Highlighting some of the Legion's 


accomplishments since its start in 
1919. according to the speaker, was 
:he Legion's endorsement of Ameri- 
can Education week since 1921. its 


support of the child welfare pro- 
gram in 1925, its sponsorship of the 
G. I. Bill of Rights for World War 
II ve**rans, its starting of the 
American Heart Foundation in 
1950, its "Back to God" movement 
of that year, and its latest project, 
a mental health program. 


He said the retaining of a hos-

Secy. Benson Says Dairy 
Controls May Be Needed 


Failure of Plan to Peddle Surplus 
Stocks May Force Production Curbs 


WASHINGTON <*>-Secretary of Agriculture Benson said today tha 


government may be forced to resort to production controls for dairy 
iroducts if means cannot be found to increase consumption. 


"The government cannot contin 


ue to pile up dairy surpluses," he 
said, and cannot reduce the sur- 
pluses .it now holds as long as 
induction exceeds demand. 
Benson said, however, he felt 


confident that consumption can be 
expanded to match production if 
he dairy and food industries join 
with the government in a concert- 
ed promotion campaign. 


The secretary made these com- 


ments at a news conference at 
which he said his department ex- 
pects to set up a "pilot plan" in 
one or more major consuming 
areas by April 1 to experiment 
with schemes for fuwielinf pros- 
nt government-owned surpluses of 
butter and cheese onto American 
dinner tables. 
v 


Details of this plan and anas 
o be covered will be announced 
ater. 
The department is known* bow 


ever, to be considering various 
plans' for selling surplus dairy 
product* to consumers at cut rate 
prices.s Some would use coupons 
entitling holders to biry govern- 
ment stocks at reduced prices. 
Others would involve sale of gov- 
ernment stocks 'to distributors at 
prices that would enable them to 
sell freshly produced butier along 
with surpluses to consumers at re- 
duced prices. 


The government now holds about 


SOI million pounds of butter, tu 
million pounds of cheese and 622 
million pounds of dried milk pur* 
chased under its dairy price sup- 
port program.

Denies States 
Tideland's Suit 


WASHINGTON (fll—The Supreme 


Court today denied Alabama and 
Rhode Island permission to file 
suits alleging Congress violated 
the Constitution when it conceded 
title to oil-rich lands to coastal 
states. 


The two states, in seeking to 


challenge validity of a 1953 act, 
contended it deprived their citi- 
zens ,of equitable interests in oil 
res6urces estimated to be worth 
50 billion dollars, plus 62 million 
dollars in royalties and revenues 
impounded by the United States. 


Rejecting the request from Ala- 


bama and Rhode Island, 
the 


court's majority opinion declared 
that the power of Congress to do 
as it wishes with public lands "is 
without limitation." 


The unsigned opinion, known as 


"per curiam" opinion, cited six 
previous Supreme Court decisions* 
and gave various quotations from 
those decisions in support of its 
holding today.

decisions today on strategy 
for ending the war between 
Sen. McCarthy and the army 
and avoiding an outright 
break between the Wisconsin 
Republican and the Eisenhow- 
er administration.

seemed agreed that a showdown at 
which he and top army officials 
would testify under oath is in 
order to get at the truth in the 
welter of charges and counter- 
charges. 


What to Do? 


But where and when to stage it 


—and whether publicly or behind 
closed doors — remairied undecided. 


One major question was: Should 


the investigation be entrusted to 
McCarthy's own subcommittee? 


After 
Vice President 
Nixon's 


speech Saturday night, with its 
passages obviously directed at Mc- 
Carthy, the feeling spread on 
Capitol Hill that a showdown must 
come soon.

Nixon said "reckless talk and 


questionable methods" in fighting 
communism played into the hands 
of opponents of the administration 
and that the administraiton insists 
procedures used both in the execu- 
tive and legislative branches must 
be fair and proper. 


Feud Flares 


The feud flared anew last week 


with publication of an official army 
report to senators alleging that 
McCarthy and an aide on his sen- 
ate 
investigations subcommittee 


had put pressure on the army to 
get special favors for Pvt. G. 
David Schine, a drafted former 
member of the subcommittee's 
staff. The report specifically ac- 
cused the subcommittee's chief 
counsel, Roy Cohn, who is a pal 
of Schine. of backing such de- 
mands with threats. 


"Blackmail," McCarthy retort- 


ed. He accused Secretary of the 
Army Robert T. Stevens and John 
G. Adams, army general counsel, 
of trying to use the drafting of 
Schine as "a' club" against further 
probing by the subcommittee Into 
McCarthy's charges of Reds in the 
army.

sional leaders today to feel that personal mcome tax cuts being urged 
by Democrats would endanger America's economic stability. 


The President, who will address 


the nation on taxes tonight over 
major radio and TV networks, dis- 
cussed his tax views with top legis- 
lative leaders for about an hour at 
the White House. 


Cuts Already High 


House Speaker Martin (R-Mass), 


talking with • reporters afterward, 
said tax cuts already made by the 
administration this year and those 
contemplated during the rest of the 
year total about seven fuilon dol- 
lars. 


He added that Elsenhower be- 


lieves that to "dump another 2% 
billion dollar cut on top of that 
would be straining it too far finan- 
cially."

Wednesday a tax revision bill call- 
ing for about $1,300,000,000 in tax 
reductions without touching the 
personal income levy rate. House 
Democrats plan to propose that in- 
come levies be cut by raising indi- 
vidual exemptions $100 a year- 
front 1600 to $700 for each depend- 
ent.

Reds Drive 
To Heart of 
French Fort 


Defenders Fly in 
Troops to Fight 
Communist Tide 


HANOI. Indochina 
<£>)— 


Communist-led Vietminh 
troops drove toward the 
heart of the big French Un- 
ion fortress of Dien Bien Phu 
tonight after seizing a strong 
point to the north. They lost 
1,500 killed in furious fight- 
ing. 


The r e b e l onslaught g a i n e d 


ground despite French reinforce- 
ments dropped in by parachute to 
help the hard-hit defenders of the 
last French Union outpost in north- 
west Indochina. Dien Bien Phu is 
175 miles west of Hanoi. 


The Vietminh attack on the be- 


sieged fortress 
began 
Saturday 


night but the denfenders held them 
off throughout Sunday. But today 
the rebels threw in thousands more 
troops. 


The rebels bombarded the fort- 


ress with artillery before they 
launched their new attack. 


As the violent battle rounded 


out its second day. the French in 
Saigon announced that a battalion 
of French and Vietnamese para- 
troopers had jumped onto the Dien 
Bien Phu airstrip to reinforce the 
French garrison. 


Other reinforcements were air- 


lifted from Hanoi. 


Hold Control 


The French said their forces had 


the "situation well in hand" and 
w«r» holding; solidly against tns 
"very violent" rebel attack. 


A French spokesman predicted 


the fighting would last several 
days. 


A three-hour cease-fire inter- 


rupted the fighting Sunday morn- 
ing while both rebels and French 
carried their dead and wounded 
from the battlefield. 
The French 


claimed at least 1,000 rebels killed 
in the initial assault 
Saturday 


night and early Sunday, and ad- 
mitted their own losses were "ap- 
preciable." 


The fighting resumed at noon 


Sunday with a heavy rebel bom- 
bardment of the strongly fortified, 
French-held plain in the heart of 
the Thai tribal country.

persecuting." He offered to give 
McCarthy an opportunity to reply 
on the same program* later. 


McCarthy had first designated a 


substitute to appear for him on 
Murrow's show but Murrow said 
he would give time only to Mc- 
Carthy himself. 


McCarthy said in his telegram 


that "normally I would not waste 
time merely to prove that a radio 
and TV commentator who attacks 
me is lying."

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Stevens Wakes Up to 
Realities of Politics 
Takes on Sen. McCarthy 
In Life-Death Struggle

WASHINGTON tfV-A man dazed 


by a direct hit on his head with a 
political coconut stay* flattened or 
gets back on his feet and pitches 
some of his own coconuts. Robert 
T. Stevens got back on his feet. 


Now he is Jack, the would-be 


giant killer, the only man among 
the Republicans in congress on the 
Eisenhower administration 
who 


ever took on Sen. McCarthy (R 
Wis) in a life-and-death struggle. 


This 54-year-old wealthy busi- 


nessman who came here to be 
secretary of the army was leading 
an actively but seemingly quiet 
life in the Pentagon until McCarthy 
hit him square on the head, and in 
public. 


Most men might have felt the 


bump right away. Stevens, per- 
haps because he was a political 
novice, seemed not to know he 
was hit and spoke at first as though 
he had scored a victory. 


Soon Learned 


He soon learned his action was 


generally considered a surrender. 
It was reported he sobbed. Then 
he got indignant, then mad. It 
was hard to see, though, how he 
could fight back after the shellack- 
ing he took. But he did. 


The public didn't know at first 


that he had been dealing with Mc- 
Carthy long before he got the 
bump. 


Late in February Stevens, ac- 


cusing McCarthy of abusing army 
officers, refused to let the senator 
question any more of them until 
he had first faced him in a public, 
televised hearing. 


B»tt the day before this meeting 


Stevens accepted an invitation to 
lunrh with McCarthy and three 
Republican senators on his com- 
mittee: Mundt <SD), Dirksen (111) 
and Potter (Mich). 


Thought He Won 


In a "memorandum of under- 


standing" which came out of the 
meeting, Stevens agreed to let Mc- 
Carthy quiz his generals. McCar- 
thy agreed to nothing, at least in 
writing. Stevens went bick to the 
Pentagon and told his generals he 
had won his point with McCarthy: 


Army officers henceforth would 


be treated fairly. Stevens' aides 
got a look at the memorandum: 
Where did it say anything about 
fair treatment? It didn't. But, 
Stevens said, he had a verbal un- 
derstanding on that. 


Then reality began to dawn on 


him. 
He heard that same after- 


noon McCarthy had told a reporter 
Stevens could not have surrender- 
ed more abjectly if he had gone 
down on his knees. Then Stevens 
heard how the newspapers were 
regarding the memorandum: Stev- 
ens surrenders. 


Appeals to Ike 


Mundt and Potter came to his 


rescue, saying there had 
been 


agreement on fair play for army 
witnesses. Stevens appealed to 
President Eisenhower for support 
find got it. But what could Stevens 
do now? 


What the public didn't know was 


that Stevens, McCarthy and Roy 
Cohn, chief counsel of McCarthy's 


Read 
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ed td NON-SURGICAL treatments,

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investigating committee, had had 
a number of conversations about 
G. David Schine, Cohn's pal and a 
nonpaid worker for the committee 
until he was drafted into the army. 


There were rumors Cohn had

Finally 
a Democratic member of McCar- 
thy's committee, Sen. McClellan 
of Arkansas, repeatedly asked the 
army for a report on all this. 


But between McClellan's first re- 


quest in January and last week, 
when the 34-page report was re- 
leased, Stevens had been hit with 
the McCarthy coconut at the un- 
forgettable luncheon. 


The report said McCarthy and 


Cohn first tried to get a commis- 
sion for Schine, had later asked 
special consideration for him, and 
that Cohn had threatened to get 
Stevens' job and wreck the army 
if Pvt. Schine didn't get the fair- 
haird-boy treatment. 


McCarthy and Cohn denied the 


story the report told. McCarthy 
additionally accused the army of 
"blackmail." He produced what he 
called memoranda from his com- 
mittee's files charging that: 


Stevens and the army's chief 


counsel, John Adams, had talked 
of 
Schine 
as 
their "hostage" 


against McCarthy's 
investigation 


of the army and tried to divert the 
investigation -by promising "dirt" 
on the navy and air force. 


It seems impossible that Stevens 


and McCarthy can both come out 
of this with their hair still parted 
in the middle.

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Indochina Truce Could Be Costly 


As the April Geneva conference approaches, the French 


think more and more about the prospects of some kind of 
truce in Indo-China. But just what sort of shape this truce 
could take, no one seems to know. 


Everyone understands that this is no Korea. There is 


no firm battle line which can be translated into a truce bar- 
rier. In the north, the French hold "islands" of territory 
around which the Communist Viet Minh ebb and flow. The 
rebels have sent relatively thin tentacles probing southward 
into Laos. Further down the Indo-Chinese peninsula. Red 
guerrillas terrorize the country-side but do not occupy any 
soil permanently.

This fluid struggle almost defies settlement through bar- 


gaining over land. But Premier Laniel of France evidently 
does not consider the matter hopeless. 


He has hinted he might countenance an agreement un- 


der which the Viet Minh would withdraw all forces from 
southerly Cambodia and Laos, and would restrict their 
armies to certain specified sectors in Viet Nam to the north. 


In other words, the northern portions of Indo-China 


would be pockmarked with enclaves of Communist power. 
Since at least one of these would touch the Chinese border, 
the Viet Minh would continue to have access to material aid 
from China and Russia, should those countries wish to go on 
supplving the rebels secretly. 


Thus these pockets would represent a continuing mili- 


tary threat to the French and the non-Communist natives 
holding the rest of Indo-China.

It is hard to see how the French could take much of 


their military strength out of the country without running 
the risk that the Reds would break out to overwhelm the 
weakened opposition. 


Even assuming strict adherence by the Reds to truce 


boundaries and other conditions, the Viet Minh pockets in 
Indo-China would be focal points for delivery of heavy propa- 
ganda barrages and other devices of peaceful penetration. 


The general consensus of outside observers is that any 


such arrangement, besides being a flimsy makeshift of doubt- 
ful workability, would doom Into-China to ultimate Commu- 
nist domination. 


We do not know, of course, that the Reds would even 


accept the kind of truce Laniel is hinting at. But if they 
would, the French ought to appreciate the probable final 
price. It could be almost as high as total defeat in the field.

No one could call this normal 


behavior, and anyone with such 
severe difficulties should be under 
the care of a psychiatrist and pos- 
sibly in an institution. The term, 
"nervous breakdown" is not applied 
to any single disease and therefore 
it has no single group of symptoms 
or single cause. 


In a tragic situation such as that 


given by the correspondent, severe 
mental illness is obviously present. 
The problem is to find out the na- 
ture of the difficulty and the cause, 
if possible. 


The latter is particularly diffi- 


cult since the causes of most men* 
tal conditions are not thoroughly 
understood. Some of them may be 
the result of the heavy strains and 
mental tensions existing in the 
world of today. A few may have 
their origin in specific diseases or 
in some inherited pattern. 


In spite of the many prob- 


lems and deficiencies in our knowl- 
edge, the treatment of many men- 
tal diseases has been greatly im- 
proved. 
Psychotherapy 
admini- 


stered by brain specialists is often 
of great help: rest, physical thera- 
py, handwork, and shock treat- 
ments as well as other methods 
have been "used with considerable 
success in many cases.

Although much still has to be 


learned about causes, prevention 
and treatment of the various kinds 
of mental diseases, progress t» al- 
ready far advanced and even better 
results will surely come.

Earnings Tax 
Upheld by Court 


WASHINGTON MB—The supreme 


court today upheld validity of a 
St. Louis "earnings tax" of one- 
half of 1 per cent on wages and 
salaries and on the net profits of 
businesses and associations in the 
city. 


Justice Jackson 
delivered the 


unanimous decision, 


Frank Walters and Edward Wil- 


liams jr., truck drivers employed 
by the Shapleigh Hardware C0. in 
St. Louis, had questioned validity 
of the levy. 


They said wage earners were 


not permitted to deduct other 
taxes they paid, such as federal, 
state and local levies, while self- 
employed persons, businesses and 
associations were allowed to take 
such deductions The truckers con- 
tended the ordinance thus was dis- 
criminatory, in violation of the fed- 
eral constitution's guarantee of 
equal protection of the laws. 


However, Justice Jackson said 


in his opinion that, "the power of 
the state to classify according to 
occupation for the purposes of tax- 
ation is broad."

WASHINGTON (*— Vice Presi- 


dent Nixon's statement 
of the 


Eisenhower's administration case 
has been praised by a Republican 
as what the party needed to "get 
down to business," while a top 
Democrat said it just echoed his 
criticism. 


Between these two poles ranged 


wide reaction to the talk nationally 
telecast Saturday night, much of 
which was obviously aimed at Sen. 
McCarthy (R-Wis). 


NLxon took occasion also to speak 


up for the administration's 
"new 


look" in defense and diplomatic 
policies and to affirm that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower is the effective 
leader of the government and 
party. 


Focus on McCarthy 


But most of the comment center- 


ed on such Nixon statements as 
one that "men who have in the 
past done effective work exposing 
communism . . . have, by reckless 
talk and questionable methods,' 
made themselves the issue" and 
thereby helped "those whose pri- 
mary objective is to defeat the 
Eisenhower administration." 


McCarthy himself declined direct 


comment, but he said in a speech 
in Manitowoc, Wis.. "I don't care 
how high or how low those are who 
scream at what we are doing . . . 
I don't intend to treat traitors like 
gentlemen." 


Sen. Flanders (R-Vt), who had 


said McCarthy intentionally or not 
is "doing his best to shatter" the 
GOP, termed the NLxon speech 
"the kind of a talk that should 
enable us Republicans to get down 
to business." 


Adlai Comments 


But Adlai E. Stevenson, the 1952 


Democratic presidential candidate 
whose criticism a week earlier was 
the occasion for Nixon's address, 
said, "At Miami Beach I said that 
McCarthyism was injuring the gov- 
ernment, dividing the nation and 
diverting the attention from the 
real issues. Last night Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon . . . said precisely the 
same thing."

Firemen, doctors and 
nurses, 


operating in four - person teams, 
worked continuously for 17 hours 
in giving artificial respiration and 
care under a resuscitator before 
his physician Sunday said the boy, 
Michael Goden of Odell, Ore., 
seemed to be "past the danger 
point." 


Then suddenly he took a turn 


for the worse early today. 
The 


physician. Dr. Herbert Lewis, said 
the boy continued unconscious. 


Somehow, the boy, son of Mr. 


and Mrs. George F. Ogden Jr., 
found a bottle of a solution known 
as tepp-tetra ethyl pyro prosphate 
—used for spraying trees to kill 
pests. The liquid, which penetrates

through his pants onto his legs. 


So potent is the solution that 


only a half pint of it is mixed 
with 100 gallons of water for tree 
spray. 


Dr. Lewis said the solution has 


caused the death of "several" care- 
less handlers. 


He said although containers in 


which the solution is sold are plain- 
ly labeled poison, many orchard- 
ists apparently do not realize how 
deadly it is. 


He said too little is known about 


either the effects of the poison or 
the best treatment.

Lincoln went on to point out what 


the effects of disregard for law 
could be: 


"When men take it in their 


heads today, to hang gamblers, 
or burn murderers, they should 
recollect, that, in the confusion 
usually attending such transac- 
tions, they will be as likely to 
hang or burn some one, who is 
neither a gambler nor a murder- 
er as one who is: and_that acting 
upon the example they set, the 
mob of tomorrow, may, and prob- 
ably will, hang or burn some of 
them, by the very same mistake. 
And not only so; the innocent, 
those who have ever set their 
faces against violations of law in 
every shape, alike with the glilty, 
fall victims to the ravages of 
niob law; and thus it goes on, 
step by step, till all the walls 
erected for the defense of the per- 
sons and property of individuals 
are trodden down, and disregard- 
ed." 
* * * 


He also issued a warning: 
"It is to deny, what the history 


of the vyorld tells us is true, to sup- 
pose that men of ambition and ta- 
lents will not continue to spring 
up amongst us. And, when they 
do. they will as naturally seek the 
gratification of their ruling pas- 
sion, as others have so done before 
them . . . Is it unreasonable then 
to expect, that some man possessed 
of the loftiest genius, coupled with 
the ambition sufficient to push it 
to its utmost stretch, will at some 
time, spring up among us? And 
when such a one does, it will re- 
quire the people to be united with 
each other, attached to the govern- 
ment and laws, and generally in- 
telligent, to successfully frustrate 
his designs. 


"Distinction would be his para- 


mount object; and although he 
would as willingly, perhaps more 
so, acquire it by doing good as 
harm; yet, that opportunity being 
past, and nothing left to be done 
in the way of building up, he 
would set boldly to the task of 
pulling down."» » *

First Tried 
In Civil War 


WASHINGTON <*)—Oh, for the 


good old days when there was no 
income tax Or at worst it was 
nothing much to sneeze at 


The good old days are pre-1913, 


for that's the year the Constitution 
acquired the 16th Amendment: 


"The congress shall have power 


to lay and collect taxes on in- 
comes, from whatever source de- 
rived . . ." 


This supreme law of the land is 


the grand-daddy of your agonized 
figuring today, if you haven't filed 
already, to meet the midnight 
deadline with the revenue collec- 
tor. 


Proposed in 1909 


And you can be 'politically im- 


partial with your hard feelings. 
The amendment was officially pro- 
posed in 1909, by President Taft, 
Republican It was fust put into 
practice four yeais later by Presi* 
dent Wilson, Democrat 


There were some temporary try- 


outs of nationwide incomes levies 
before that During Civil War days 
congress enacted several versions 
of an income tax The toughest one 
pushed the top rate to 10 per cent. 


The Civil War tax was highly re- 


garded from the revenue stand- 
point, but (suipnse) not by the 
citizenry It went off the books soon 
after the war 


Then, after much clamor about 


an income tax being fairer than 
other types, congress tried again 
In 1894. The rate 2 per cent. 


The experiment was short lived. 


The supreme court struck down the 
law the following year as unconsti- 
tutional 
That s why the 16th 


Amendment was adopted. 


Tax Lesi Then 


On March 1, 1914, the first dead- 


line under the permanent law, and 
for some years thereafter the tax- 
payer took much less of a beating 
than he does in this atomic and 
expensive age 


His first bill was 1 per cent up to 


|20 000, 2 per cent for $20 000450,- 
000, and so forth up to a 7 per cenl 
peak on incomes of a half million 
dollars or more He got a persona 
exemption of $3 000, or $4 000 if he 
was living with his spouse 


Tax scales went up and down in 


later years, mostly up, especially 
In wartime 


So the form you filled out for to- 


day, covering 1953 puts the bottom 
rate at 22 per cent For the $200,000 
bracket and up it s 92 per cent 
Exemptions are down to $600
